Winter, an 18-year veteran of 
the temporary help industry, 
businesses will need 50,000 to 
60,000 w o me n this year. 
Winter, co-founder and presi- 
dent of Manpower, Inc., esti- 
mates firms will need 30 per 
cent more office workers by 
1970. In spite of computers 
and 
mechanization, Winter 


says t h e r e is more paper 
work in offices than before. 


The demand is high for 


more skilled workers such as 
key punch operators, sorters, 
programmers, machine book- 
keepers and those trained in 
billing. 


A grim shortage % in the 


area of skilled stenographers, 
Winter points out. His firm 
" e m p l o y s" 
approximately 


233,000 persons and most pre- 
fer to work temporarily for 
two or three months to buy an 
extra car, pay heavy medical 
bills, save for a vacation or 
meet special family needs. 
With offices in five continents, 
Manpower also provides an 
opportunity for t h e single 
woman to hop a r o u n d the 
U.S.A. and foreign countries. 


Winter's firm has filled such 


odd-ball requests as a woman

Our firm's 
growth in the mid-'flOs was 
not as strong as we would 
have liked. Our move into the 
service-type i n d u s t r y was 
logical," he explained.

For those interested in hir- 


ing temporary help, Kreitler 
suggests they d e c i d e what 
they want the person to do 
and k e e p instruction short 
and mechanics simple to get 
the most for their money. 


Kre'.tler also p o i n t s out 


that the advent of the welfare 
state bolsters temporary help 
companies. These firms take 
over bookkeeping and elimin- 
ate the need for fringe bene- 
fits. The c u s t o m e r doesn't 
offer a temporary employe a 
paid vacation, life insurance 
or pension plan, for example. 


In the future Kreitler sees 


less need for general clerical 
workers

Hopefully, temporary help 


companies may be leaders in 
training the unskilled, especi- 
ally the married teen-ager.

F. Kennedy—is calling fewer 
and fewer cabinet meetings. 


Kennedy averaged less than 


one meeting every five weeks, 
and many of them lasted bare- 
ly half an hour. Johnson in- 
itially called a session every 
four weeks or so, but this 
regularity has tailed off since 
his operation. There has been 
only one cabinet meeting in 
the last three months. 


This infrecmency can some- 


times be helpful to cabinet 
members, as former HEW 
Secretary Abraham Ribicoff 
found out when he resigned 
to run *or the Connecticut 
Senate seat he now holds. 


At a farewell party, Ribi- 


coff remarked that it was dif- 
ficult for him to maintain the 
image of a moderate Demo- 
crat, because he was always 
being associated — in the 
minds of his constituents — 
with such "super liberals" as 
Agriculture Secretary Orville 
Freeman and the then Secre- 
tary of Labor Arthur Gold- 
berg. 


Robert Kennedy, attorney 


general at that time, broke In 
with a quick reply: 


"Just tell your people 


home the President never has 
any cabinet meetings 
and 


you've never even met any of 
those fellows."

Q—I've heard somewhere that there's a new kind of straw- 
berry. Is there any truth to it? 


A—Agricultural wonders never cease, it would seem. The 


Florida Agricultural Experiment Station makes this report- 
"They've taken the fuzz off peaches, calories out of peanuts 
and seeds out of grapefruit and oranges. Now scientists are 
removing the straw from strawberries. Florida growers (who 
produce for a year-round market) are using plastic mulch 
instead of straw to keep down the weeds and stimulate plant 
growth. 


"Use of the plastic mulch (laid between the rows of straw- 


berries) is accompanied by several other new methods of 
strawberry culture. Growers now fumigate the soil for min- 
ute organisms that destroy the roots of the plants. They also 
carry on regular insect and disease control programs." 


The result is bigger and better strawberries. And lots more .

When in Switzerland,..Eat! 


CHOCK FULL 0' SERVICE: Berne's elegant Hotel Schweiterhof Is typical of Swiss 
hostelries which rank at the top of anybody's "finest hotels" list.

BERNE, Switzerland—(NEAV—Old hands 


at travel sometimes advise weight-conscious 
Marco Polos, about to embark on their first 
grand tour of Europe, to start in Switzerland. 


"It's better for the waistline," they say. 
The theory is that a f t e r the food and 


service in Switzerland, anything outside the 
little Alpine country will seem pallid. Taste 
buds that blossomed to reine de 1'Atlantique 
sur lit, gemspffer and biscuit glace au Grand 
Marnier will not respond to haggis, Lanca- 
shire hot pot and kirschenflauf. 


Waistlines that have expanded under the 


tender ministrations of Swiss chefs will auto- 
matically snap back and the traveler will re- 
turn home lean, lithe and fully approved by 
life insurance companies. 


If this be true, even in part, it just doesn't 


happen by a c c i d e n t . The Swiss make a 
federal case out of training innkeepers and 
restaurateurs. 


Ask the Swiss what the principal products 


of the country are and they answer, "Hotel 
men and laws," and they're only half-kidding. 


Aspiring escoffiers who can afford it go to 


training quarters like the Ecole Hotelier de 
la Spciete Suisse des Hoteliers in Lausanne 
or similar s c h o o l s in Lucerne, Zurich or 
Davos. None of these s c h o o l s is state- 
operated, but Switzerland being the most 
thoroughly legislated country in the world, 
it's a safe bet the government has a finger in 
them somewhere. 


The school in Lausanne enrolls about 150 


pupils at a time. Many well-heeled Swiss 
send their daughters to the hotel schools be- 
cause they feel it makes them better house- 
wives—especially when the houses over 
which they will preside are huge castles with 
large staffs. 


Jack Gauer, who operates a string of hotels 


in Switzerland, Greece and Portugal, is one 
whose daughter goes to the Lausanne school. 
Upon graduation she will be eligible to act 
as assistant to a director of some big Swiss 
hotel, but probably never could achieve the 


job as director even at one of her father's 
hostelries. Women don't even have the vote 
in Switzerland. 


Many who cannot afford the schools are 


trained at hotels like Gauer's. Embryonic 
headwaiters and chefs serve about a 2^- 
year apprenticeship, d u r i n g which they 
mainly clear tables or wash dishes. 


From this, waiters advance to serving the 


"superior staff," which, naturally, is highly 
critical of any mistakes. Time also is spent 
studying languages and visiting factories to 
see how glassware, china, linen, etc., are made 
and to learn quality. 


The dining room apprentice finally be- 


comes a waiter's helper, while the kitchen 
hand steps up to demi-chef. The better pros- 
pects among the waiters may be sent abroad 
to improve their languages. 


The ultimate for kitchen help is rising to 


chef de hall or chef d'etage. The boy in the 
dining room can become a full-fledged head- 
waiter, a job usually filled only on the death 
of an incumbent. 


During learning days, the novices get free 


board and lodging, uniforms and from 50 
francs (about $12.50) to 150 francs (about 
$38) a month for pocket money. 


House staffs are trained just as carefully 


and they pride themselves on thinking up 
new ways to please the customers. 


At Gauer hotels, for instance, room keys 


are colored differently for each floor. 


"It is very flattering to a guest to have the 


lift operator call out his floor as he enters the 
cage," says Gauer. "Also, if the guest has 
looked upon the grape a bit too long, the 
colored key may help to sort him out for the 
proper floor." 


A puckish type who l o o k s like French 


screen actor Jean Cabin, Gauer likes to drive 
into the hills and amaze Swiss cattle (female) 
by calling them with an automobile horn he 
bought in San Francisco. 


"It moos like an American western steer," 


Gauer grins, "and our proper Swiss cows 
don't know w h eth e r to be scandalized or 
flattered," 


YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Dry Sockets a Nuisance 
But Not a Serious Problem

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: I 


had a tooth extracted last 
week and developed what my 
dentist calls a "dry socket." 
What causes this? He says it's 
getting better, but my jaw 
hurts now more than it did 
before the tooth was taken 
out. 


ANSWER: A "dry socket" 


is an infected tooth socket, 
s o m e t i m e s referred to as 
acute localized osteomyelitis. 
While we know much about 
it, we don't really know what 
causes it. 


When a tooth is extracted, 


a clot forms in the socket. 
The same thing happens on 
a dry skin wound, too, only 
it's called a scab instead of a 
clot. In the mouth the "scab" 
is soft because it's constantly 
bathed in saliva. 


This clot is nature's way of 


protecting the socket until 
healing takes place, much as 
a bandage does. During the 
healing process, it gets small- 
er and smaller as new, healthy 
tissue forms under it. Sockets 
are said to "heal from the 
bottom up." 


Dentists warn patients not 


to rinse for a few hours after 
an extraction so as not to dis- 
turb clot formation. If it is 
disturbed or dislodged, infec- 
tion of the tooth socket may 
result.

taste and odor.

If pain is a factor, patients 


can usually be made comfort- 
able by placing a pain-reliev- 
ing packing in the socket. 


Dry sockets sometimes last 


for many weeks and can be 
a bit of a nuisance, but fortu- 
nately they are not common. 
New surgical techniques, mod- 
ern 
instruments 
and 
in- 


creased operating skill, have 
reduced t h e i r occurrence. 
However, lower wisdom teeth 
that require surgery, and ab- 
scessed teeth, are still good 
candidates for producing this 
type of infection.

the United States has harvested 
around the world since the 
bombing pause toegan at Christ- 
mas time is likely to be quickly 
lost if air strikes start up again, 
reviving the spectacle of a great 
power battering a small one. 


Yet if he does not resume 


them, the military and political 
advantages gained by bombing 
the North will in turn be lost. 


Washington officials presently 


assume that at some point in 
the future, if there is no peace, 
the air raids will be started 
again. But that point may not be 
reached soon. The President is 
said to be well aware of the 
need for time to let the leaders 
of North Viet Nam 
consider 


their predicament. 


The predicament is essential- 


ly this: if the Red leaders do not 
find some way to bring the war 
to an end, they face the possi- 
bility of massive damage in an 
expanding conflict. But if they 
do move to end it by accepting 
the U.S. offer of negotiation, 
they face the .possibility ^of los- 
ing their struggle to seize con- 
trol, through Communist guer- 
rilla forces UgKling-M&the "South, 
of South Viet Nam. 


If they fejt reasonably sure of 


winning South Viet Nam at the 
conference table, then presuma- 
bly they would elect to negoti- 
ate. 


Tneir problem is also compli- 


cated by the rivalry between the 
Soviet Union and Red China. 
The impression in Washington is 
that the Soviet Union would like 
to see the conflict in Southeast 
Asia settled before it can ex- 
plode into general Asian war 
but that Red China is deter- 
mined to have it continued. 
North Viet Nam gets arras from 
both Commwrtst powers. Red 
China, being the closer, has long 
had the upper hand in Hanoi. 


The bombing pause, as an 


element of the "American peace 
offensive, has been a popular 
move in many parts of the
